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BREEZES TO KEEP 
CITY COOL TODAY 
AS HEAT BREAKS 


(Picture on back page.) 
Favored by lake breezes, Chicago 
will enjoy lower temperatures today, 
according to the official forecast. Only 
in the lake regions will the relief 
be marked, the forecaster indicated, 
and mercury readings are expected 
to remain. high in almost all the ter- 
ritory to the west and south. 
Yesterday’s maximum in Chicago 
was 90, but the mercury started its 
descent about 7 p. m. There was a 
drop of 9 degrees in a few minutes. 
Other sections had much higher max- 
ima, 104 being registered at Pierre, 
S. D., and 106 at O’Neill, Neb. 
The beaches were crowded during 
the day and in the evening. One 
drowning, that of Charles Mass, 8, of 
1108 South Keeler avenue, was re- 
ported. He went down in the lake 
off Glengyle avenue, apparently after 
being attacked by cramps. Efforts to 
revive him with artificial respiration 
failed. 
Stanley Jastrzembowski, 19, of 2628 
Francis avenue, died of heart disease 
due to the shock of cold water when 
he leaped in the lake at Grand ave- 
nue. Twelve other deaths were at- 
tributed to heart disease aggravatéd 
by heat. Among the victims was Miss 
Alice Ferguson, 26, of 432 Surf street 
who was found dead in bed. 


FIVE ELEPHANTS

Lewiston, Idaho, Aug. 9.—(/)—

New York, Aug. 9.—[Special.]—Di- 
rectors of the General] Motors corpo- 
ration declined today to accept a 
proffered resignation of their chair- 
man, Pierre S. du Pont, but granted 
him an indefinite leave of absence so 
that he may, if he wishes, advocate 
the repeal of the prohibition amend- 
ment, without creating the suspicion 
that the corporation is identified with 
the agitation. 

By this action the board is believed 
to have patched up what threatened 
to be a serious quarrel among im- 
portant groups in the corporation. Du 
Pont had determined to sever his exec- 
utive connection with the business 
and thereby follow the example of his 
friend and associate, John J. Raskob, 
who resigned the chairmanship of the 
finance committee of General Motors 
after becoming chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national committee. - 


Explanation Issued. 

The following statement was issued 
by President Alfred P. Sloan Jr.: 

‘“‘Mr. Pierre S. Du Pont submitted 
to the directors -his resignation as 
chairman for the reason that he felt 
that his activities in connection with 
the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendmeat might cause con- 
fusion in the public mind and give 
the impression that General Motors 
was involved in the movement, 

“The board felt that the position of 
the corporation, having been stated, 
was understood and that all should 
appreciate that Mr. Du Pont’s activi- 
ties in connection with the associa- 
tion’s work are entirely those of an 
individual and did not concern the 
corporation. The resignation was, 
therefore, not accepted and Mr. Du 
Pont was accorded a leave of absence 
instead.” 

Favors Al Smith. 

Du Pont is understood to favor Gov. 
Smith's election but there has been no 
intimation as to how active he will

Busy Raising Rewards. 

Maj. George A. Paddock, a member 
of the Evanston Crime commission 
and chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of the Chicago crime commission, 
addressed letters to Evanston’s police 
chief, William O. Freeman, and to 
Mayor Charlies H. Bartlett offering to 
superintend the collection of a fund 
for the capture of the Constance mur- 
derer. 

President Walter Dill Scott of 
Northwestern university offered $1,000 
for the apprehension of the slayer, if 
Chief Freeman should consider it of 
importance in speeding the solution of 
the mystery and in ridding the streets 
of Evanston of such dangerous per- 
sons. 

“The appalling murder of Miss 
Constance constitutes an emergency, 
which demands the attention of the 
Evanston crime commission,” Mr. 
Clark declared. “It is an emergency 
calling not only for immediate action 
but for action of far reaching conse- 
quence.

This was made known last night by 
Deputy Police Commissioner John 
Stege, commander of the detective di- 
vision, who said he had established 
definitely the lineup of cars in that 
chase. 


Previous Stories Conflict. 
Heretofore the public has not known 
how many gunmen, nor how many au- 
tomobiles, were engaged in the assas- 
sination of Granady, who on April 10, 
primary day, was candidate against 
Morris Eller for Republican ward com- 
mitteeman. Some witnesses said there 
was but one gangsters car; others 
said there were two cars; some said 
three. There were not a few of the 
many eye witnesses who were positive 
they had seen a police squad car filled 
with men shooting at Granady. Jack 
McGurn, otherwise known by his true 
name of James Gebardi, was captured 
by Deputy Stege yesterday, and he is 
suspected of being one of the eighteen 
gunmen. McGurn, who is known as 
the luckiest of the followers of Al 
Capone, because he has escaped at 
least three attempts by his enemies to 
assassinate him, was spied by Deputy 
Stege at the corner of Crawford ave- 
nue and West 22d street. 


Capone Gangsters Borrowed? 

McGurn is believed by investigators 
working under David D,. Stansbury, 
first assistant to Frank J. Loesch, 
chief special assistant attorney gen- 
eral, to be the leader of a sextette of 
his brother Capone-ites, which took up 
the vanguard in the pursuit of Gra- 
nady on primary day. 

In the following car, according to 
the investigators and Capt. Stege, was 
a crew of the “bloody 20th” regulars, 
led by Sammy Kaplan, a gunman of 
recognized good aim once accused of 
the murder of “Big” Louis Smith 
during an alky row. In that car, also, 
this information has it, was Harry 
Hochstein and Johnny Armondo, Eller 
followers, who are under indictment 
with Kaplan, charged with the mur 
der. 

Morris Eller and his son, Judge 
Emanuel Eller, are also named in an 
indictment which accuses them of 
conspiring to bring about a condition 
at the polls that reached a climax in 
the Granady murder. 


Writ Quickly Sought. 

Witnesses to the crime could not 
be located quickly yesterday after- 
noon. And a few minutes after Mc- 
Gurn was arrested by Deputy Stege 
a writ <f habeas corpus was sought 
by Attorney Tyrrell Richardson, be- 
fore Judge Stanley Klarkowski, acting 
chief justice of the Criminal court. 

McGurn was freed, but the gangster 
promised to return on Aug. 21. Then 
witnesses to the murder will be on 
hand. Meanwhile McGurn told his 
questioners, Special Assistant Attor- 
neys Gen. Charles O. Randall and 
Ferre C. Watkins, he will leave on a 
yacht trip with friends, staying the 
full ten days. Deputy Stege said he 
was confident that McGurn would ap- 
pear as he promised. 
McGurn said he was nowhere near 
the 20th ward on primary day. 

McGurn Offers an Alibi. 

“TI was in Cicero,” he said, “ and 
five hundred people can verify that.” 
McGurn also denied knowing Morris 
Eller. When asked if had not on occa- 
sions visited the chambers of Judge 
“ Manny” Eller, McGurn said he had; 
he knew Judge Eller. 
McGurn said Capone was a good 
friend of his.

THE DESERT BLOOMS AND

The report of the department of the interior 
just made public discloses that two-thirds of the 
government’s irrigation and reclamation projects 
have failed financially. Many of them were ex- 
pected originally to pay for themselves in ten 
years; the time has steadily been extended to} 
twenty and then to forty years, but still the 
farmers occupying many of the reclaimed lands 
are delinquent. 

There are two principal explanations for this de- 
Mnquency. One is that many of the farmers who 
have occupied the irrigated lands signed their 
contracts with their fingers crossed. As voters 
they knew they could count upon their congress- 
men as allies in any controversy with the depart- 


study of the projects before they were undertaken 
would have disclosed that some of the lands to be 
irrigated would not prove fertile even if watered 
and others were so remote from the consuming 
markets that they could not be made to pay. 
The federal government continues to pour more 
a millions into these reclamation projects as if they 
| were a great national good. In fact they are 


little more than a drain on the treasury, a kind of 
bleeding sore. A generation ago, when the con- 
oni servation movement was new, the reclamation of 
Va G@esert lands was generally accepted as sound 
ret Policy. At that time the possibility of a general 
| agricultural depression resulting from overproduc- 
tion was not foreseen. Those who were thinking 
of agricultura] problems were concerned almost ex- 
Qlusively with finding means of increasing pro- 
| duction, The agricultural colleges and institutes 
i had little else in view, There was an ample mar- 
ket abroad, it was thought, for all the products of; 
our farms which were not consumed in our own 
Improved methods in agronomy and animal hus- 
bandry and the development of new and more 
efficient machinery for farming were among the 
: fruits of that peried. They increased the yield 
| of our farms at a time when gasoline was replac- 
| | jeg oats as a fuel, when the paunch wes becom- 
ing a badge of shame, when cotton was no longer 
used in women’s undercjothing, and when the 
q Huropean markets for our agricultural goods 
; a4 were about to be dislocated by war and revolution, 
f We no longer need more farm lands; every added 
acre placed in production serves to aggravate one 
of our most perplexing national problems. A policy 
of reclamation which was embarked upon when 
the federal debt was negligible and the market 
fer farm goods apparently unlimited ought now 
to be suspended until there is some justification 
‘for reviving it. New construction ought to be 
stopped in the interest of the homesteaders, if 
| ho one else, Bach new project, the government's 
figures show, is a lure to some thousands of men 
to waste the best years of thefr lives in an effort 
to overcome obstacles which frequently are insur- 
mountable.

A NEW WAY TO TEST FOR 
POOR CIRCULATION. 

HE people who complain of poor 
| circulation, cold feét, and a lot 
» able in character, but not threat- 

ening to life, are about to be compelled 
to put up or shut up. 

A method discevered by Dr. Lewis 
and applied by Dr. I. R. Starr at least 
cffers possibilities in the way of estab- 
lishing whether a man has poor circu- 
lation or is just a chronic kicker. Those 
who suffer real discomfort and incon-. 
venienge will be glad to know of a test 
by which they can prove what they say. 


The method is simple and easily ap- | 


plied. A amalj area of the skin is 
gieaned with alcohol. The only drug 
required is a 1/1/000 solution in water 
ot ine acid phosphate. <A small 
drop of this is placed on the clean skin 
area. A needle is used to prick the - 
skin through the drop of solution. The 
prick should not be deep enough to 
draw blood. Seven such pricks are 
made. The area chosen should be the 
foot or leg, if that is the area where 
The 
solution is wiped off as soon as the 
test is completed. 


If the cireulation is good,/a small 
elevation like a spot of nettlerash ap- 
pears in about 2% minutes. It is 
plete in fiye minutes and it shows - 
nite fading after about fifteen minvtes. 
If the cireulation is poor, the reaction 
will be delayed, or it will not appear 
at all, or iM wil be slight in size and 
irregular in outline. 
We are still hoping that the newer 
method of studying the capillaries under 
the nails, in areas where the skin is 
thin, will yield results. However, that 
field will always require technical skill. 


If this method works. out, it is so 
simple that any one with some experi- 
enee in judging nettlerash or skin tests 
for diphtheria and scarlet fever suscep- 
tibflity, or in testing for harmful pol- 
lens and foods, can use it.

Flowers Are Cleared 
of Hay Fever Odium 


Beautiful flowers don’t cause the 
diseases known as hay fever or rose 
fever. Instead it’s the ugly trees, 
grasses, and weeds that make the 
trouble, according to Dr. Edgar B. 
Garter, research specialist, who spoke 
yesterday before the American Chemi- 
cal Society institute at Northwestern 
university. | 

“ Goldenrod, roses, and all other 
flowers that are attractive in color, 
fragrance, and nectar,” he explained, 
“yse their charms to attract bees and 
ants, which in passing from flower to 
flower accomplish pollenization. But 
the plants with ugly or inconspicuous 
blossoms must depend on the wind. 
They throw dense clouds of pollen 
into the air, depending on sheer abun- 
dance to do the work.” 

During the fall hay fever season, 
the scientist said, more than 1,000 
les of ragweed pollen could be 
found in one cubic yard of city air. 
He su desensitization as the 
best method of gn hay fever.

Terry Druggan and Frankie Lake.

They face permanent expul- 
sion from all tracks in the Chicago 
district. 

Some time today before the first 
race on the Hawthorne card is run 
an order will be issued by Joseph A. 
Murphy, presiding steward, barring 
further entry of horses of the Sanola 
Stock Farm, owned by Druggan and 
Lake, and ruling the bootleggers off 
Hawthorne's premises. This will: be 
the same as ruling Druggan and Lake 
off the turf, as other tracks will be 
compelled to recognize the Hawthorne 
edict. 

Assurance that Hawthorne's answer 
to Druggan and Lake's invasion of 
the popular west side track yesterday 
with a resultant fight featured by gun 
play would be drastic was given last - 


night. 
Engage in Brawl. 


Mr. Murphy and his associate stew- 
ards, Sam Nuchols and Thomas 
Bradley, refused to make their forth- 
coming ruling public. They  pre- 
ferred to let it stand for itself. Bu‘ 
they indicated that there would be no 
backing down, no taking cover in 
technicalities.: Their attitude was ex- 
plained by a Chicago busines man, 
heavily interested in the track. : 

“Druggan and Lake,” he _ said, 
“came out to Hawthorne this morn- 
ing. They engaged in a brawl in 
which guns were drawn, assaulted R. 
J. Jenkins, a veteran turfman from 
the west, and Druggan had a fist 
fight with a jockey, Arthur Pender- 
grass. Despite their denials the fight 
was the result of Druggan and Lake 
losing one of their horses in a claim- 
ing race. By their action Druggan 
and Lake typified terrorism. They 
attempted to show that no one could 
claim one of their horses-and not be 
punished. 

‘Claiming is recognized as one of 
the rights of the turf. We at Haw- 
thorne do not intend that hoodlums 
shall have any rights. We have a 
big investment in Hawthorne. Chi- 
cago business men of prominence are 
its owners. We want to give Chi- 
cago high class racing, clean through- 
Druggan and Lake have demon- 
strated that they want to rule or 
ruin, 

“It's Druggan and Lake against the 
public and we'll stand by the public. 
We know pressure will be brought to 
bear to let the offenders off lightly. 
To do so would confess our own weak- 
ness.” 

Get Into Racing Game. 

Druggan and Lake, notorious for 
several years as Chicago bootleggers 
and the pPincipal figures in a jail 
scandal, broke into racing here four 
years ago. They established a breed. 
ing farm, bought horses for racing 
and breeding purposes, and ran what 
is commonly known as a gambling 
stable. They are credited with hav- 
ing put over several coupe. 

Throughout their brief career they 
have attempted to get what they 
wanted from the race track manage- 
ments by terrorism. A year ago 
Druggan and Lake were charged with 
assaulting a’ horseman at the Aurora 
track. He had been training some 
of their horses. Later they incited 
a near riot in the paddock at the Au- 
rora track. Last June Druggan be- 
came enraged while in the secretary's 
office at Arlington Park, drew a gun, 
and chased every one, including some 
of the minor officials, to cover. 

But yesterday's fight at Hawthorne 
was termed the bootleggers’ most 
overt act. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock Druggan 
and Lake, accompanied by Jim Me- 
Gee, in whose name run some of the 
horses owned by the beer sellers, ap- 
peared at the paddock. 

Druggan espied Jenkins, who had 
put in a claim Wednesday for the 
horse Morocco, which Druggan and - 
Lake had owned. Without a word, 
Druggan, according to witnesses, 
walked across the paddock, hit Jen- 
kins in the jaw, and knocked -him 
down. As Jenkins got up, Druggan
